Berlin, June. | 

“Phe disaster to the U.S. Navy ‘8 
airship Macon has revived specula- 
tlon here as to the ultimate worth 
of lighter-than-air craft and has 


-thrown into sharp relief the design 


of a German inventor for # 170- 
passenger heavier-than-air ‘flying 
bont designed to crons the Atlantic 
from Hamburg to New York in 
16 to 18 hours. 

The designer is Engineer Dr. BE. 
Rumpler, builder of the famous 
Rumpler-Taube fighting planes of 
World War fame and of a dozen 
other types of plane which have 
proved their worth in commercial 
and military flying. His trans- 
ocean plane represents the fruit of 
more than a ‘decade of research 
and designing. British, Japanese, 
and United Slates Interests have 
recently begun negotiations for 


‘Tithe design, ‘and It Js possible that 


Dr. Rumpler will visit the United 
States in the near future to lay 
his plana before a U.S. syndicate. 

The chief advantage claimed for 
the Rumpler trans-ocean plane is 
its lack of air resistatice. Viewed 
from the front, one sees merely 
one enormous’ wing mounted on 
two pontoons which taper back to 
the tuil-steering fin. The two 
pontoons inatead of the one boat- 
like float usual on present — sea- 
planes contributes to the atabilfity. 
greatly relieves strain, and makes 
for perfect balance on the water, 
the inventor explains. 

SAFETY FACTORS

Metres,—there are 
1,000 Horse Power,—passengers, 
and express are al) inside the wing, 
which is high enough to accom- 
modate n man standing, and whieh 
hos a aprend of 289, feet. .The 
wing is 41 fect from front to back. 

Dr. Rumpler explains the prin- 
ciple of his plane by saying that 
he has achieved decentralisation. 
Instead of a enbin in the middle, 
with other weights such as motors, 
fuel, pay load, «which in the 
average plane to-day places too 
much strain on the wings, he has 
planned to build a wing strong 
enough to carry the entire load, 
equally distributed, throughout its 
lerigth. \ 

The interior of the wing looks 
like the corridor of a Pullman car. 
It is divided from end to end by a 
sound and smell-proof corridor. 
On the fore side of this corridor 
are the accommodations ‘for the 
passengers, much like those of a 
railway, . train, with — portholcs 
facing the direction of, flight. 
Back .of the corridors are the ‘10 
motors, each - with its -own-.at- 
tendant and each operating in- 
dependently, with its own four-ply 
propeller.

HOSPITALS FOR 
CHILDREN 


There is much to be: said in 
favour of the representations 
being made to the Government 
by the Society for the Protection 
of Children for the establishment 
of children's hospitals in’ the 
Colony. In recent years, there 
has been a quickening of social 
interest in regard to the care and 
‘treatment of children, especially 
the children of the. poorer 
classes, This is seen in the 
establishment of infant welfare 
centres, both by Government and 
unoflicial bodies, as well as in the 
very excellent work which the 
Society for the ‘Protection of 
Children is doing. But the out- 
standing fact, which has. im-. 
pressed itself upon all engaged in 
this beneficent work, is that the 
Colony is lamentably behind the 
times in having no ‘hospitals 
specifically devoted to children. 
The Government  -hospitals, 
whilst having a few beds: for 
children, possess no distinctive 
children’s wards, although some 
provision along these lines is, we 
believe, tobe made in the new 
Queen Mary Hospital. Some of 
the Convent hospitals have chil- 
dren’s wards, but the accom- 
modation tivailable is strictly 
limited, as also is the number of 
children’s beds in Government 
institutions. As for the infant 
welfare centres, these, generally 
speaking, do not grant in-patient 
treatment on any marked seale. 
One of the proposals made by 
the Society named, so far as the 
island is concerned, is that part 
of the old Government Civil Hos- 
pital shouldbe retained for the 
treatment of children, or, alter- 
natively, that the Government 
should erect a special children’s 
hospital on a site equally accessi- 
ble to the public. A point to be 
kept in mind in this connection 
is that Chinese parents are most 
reluctant, as a general rule, to 
send their children to hospitals 
where the institutions are 
situated at any marked distance 
from their homes. It has, In- 
deed, been a difficult task to get 
them to send their children to 


hospital at all.

Thirdly, we should improve the 
quality of the franchise by making 
a.diference between the house- 
holder or head of the family and 
hia or her children, or dependents, 
{ would therefore give nn second 
vote to every man or woman who 
pays the rent and ‘the rates of any 
dwelling in which more than two 
persons habitually reside. This 
would certainly involve: four or five 
million persone, Many of | them 
would be young; a proportion of 
them women. | 


They would all be persona who 
had to face the real problems of 
national life. with a responsibility 
quite different from that of lodgers 
of all kinds of both sexes, depend- 
ent or otherwise. This proposal 
raises no issue of rank or class, of 
party or wealth, of age or séx. It 
involves - the — diafrapchisement, 
feinal or prospective, of no class.

"THE REASON IN. 
LAW 


LECTURE BY MR. 
MACNAMARA | 


There was an attendance’ of 
over a hundred persons, amons 
‘whom were the Rt. Rev, Mir. HL. 
Valtorta, Rev. Fr, Byrne, Rev, Fr. 
R..W. Gallagher, Rev, FE. Bourke, 
Professor R. Robertson, and the 
Council of the Association, in the 
hall of the Hotel Cccil yesterday 
evening, when, under the auspices 
of the Wah Yan Past Students 
Arsoclation, Mr, H.C, Macnamara, 
burrister-at-low, gave an Interest- 
ing and instructive lecture on .Is 

Jaw reasonable?” ; 

The mecting was presided over by 
Mr. Ko Fook-sun, After ten had been 
sorved, ‘Mr. Macnamara —addresacd 
tho gathering in’ most ablo manner, 
his talk evoking hearty applause. 
He said in part: 

It in not ‘every day that someone 
stung by an apparently unreagonnble 
prov sion of tho Inw declares that 
"The Law is o Hass.” In tho case 
of the Queen: against Bumble there 
was somo excuse for bis frritation 
when they told him that his wifo 
was, in law, presumed to act under 
his coercion. Although we are not 
often driven to such caustic comments 
fe Mr. Bumblo’s yet one does often 
hear in casual conversation rhrasea 
that imply that the speaker considers 
Iaw to be romewhat — unrensonnble. 
Such phrasts are, “He got off on a 
logal point.” “He had) merely a 
legal defence,” “Of course in tae he 
could do no and no” the implication 
belug that no reanonnable person would 
do anything of the ‘sort. 

. Itds, 1 think, useless for ua tawyers 

merely to ignore this erlticiam, elther 
expressed sor implied, and 1} intend 
thin evening to consider the matter, 
quite frankly, and try to arrive ‘gt 
‘soma dofinite conclusion, Whatever 
Inymen may say nbout the law there 
ina very atrong body of legal opinion 
which is alwaye prepared to demon- 
strato the law's entirely reasonable 
charncter. 

Had n great Inwyer, either lord 
Coke, or nome other, been present 
when Mr. Bumble pronounces! his 
celebrated remark the grent lawyer 
could have explained (o Mr, Bumble, 
had the latter been willing to Haten 
to him, the difference hetwern the 
perfeet reason of the law and tho 
imperfect, beenune merely natural, 
reason of (Mr. Bumble, i 

If Bumble, I say, had been willing 
to listen to such an oration he might, 
or might hot, have modified hfs harsh 
pronouncement ‘nbout the law. 

Whatever might have been said 
about the-rale in question in Bumbles 
time it wns felt, as time went on, that 
it was out of touch with modern reali- 
ties, particularly T xhould think since: 
the parsing of the Act of 1808 which 
enabled prisoners to give evidence on 
their own behalf. Stitl tho rule sur- 
vived that reform by 27 years and 
was not abolished till 1925. “Of course 
even now ao marriod woman Is entitled 
to acquittal, in certain cases, If she 
can prove that she acted under her 
husband's coercion. ‘The Inw, haw. 
ever, will not now preanme coorcion. 

Reasonableness 

It'is clear then that Bumble’x main 
couse of complaint was that a rule 
wheh might very well have been a 
reasonable ....ono,. .at - some time or 
other, was in his particular case dia- 
tinetly absurd. So it will often be, 

We really approve of Lord Coke's 
detum that law the perfection of 
renkon even if we allow it to bo 
Judged by that. “artificial perfection 

| of renzon gotten by long study, obser. 
vation and experience” in other words 
Is law entirely reasonable oven view- 
ed by a lawyer who has to have, as a 
rule, lone study, observation and 
experience,” It fs not. Lord Coke 
undoubtedly allowed his enthusinam 
for hia favourite atudy to carry him 
too far, 
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supposed to oxpreas the real inten- 
tlons of tho partics. 
‘ Law and Equity 

It in Interesting to try to discover 
some yeason for this apparently un- 
rensonablo procedure, Well it'can be 
explaincd and explained only, like 30 
many of our legal puzzjps, by hin- 
torical considerations: 
{ute now, Courts of Equity. Wo no 
jonger have separate courts of 
equity but, for hundreds of years, in 
England, there were Courta of Com- 
mon Law and also‘Courts of Equity. 
These Courts of Equity filled the roll, 
roughly . speaking, of. Fatry God- 
mother to tho litlgant oppressed by 
tho rigoura of the Common Law. 

You may ask why, if equity so re- 
formed the naturo of the mortgage, 
the document which embodies it docs 
not make mention of tho fact. Well 
you could of course ask for a mort- 
gage to ba drawn up which would 
contain expressly every  proviston 
which ix now implied in Equity. Stl 
I think you would have a good deal 
of diiMculty In getting ét done. -Your 
Inwyer would tell you that tho exist- 
ing form jn anfeat. Ho would be 
lonth to make experiments. In fact 
he would tell you to follow the old 
path and accept a document which 
contains @ great deal lesa than what 
really constitutes the bargain between 
(he parties, 

Many of you know that the Comms 
mon Law, as we call it, in not mado 
princdpatly by Acts of ParHament ‘but 
hy the decisions of the Courts of Law 
in particular cases, : 

Thun the ldw is developed generally, 
ann logicnl ayatem following what has 
boon decided before, Usually this is 
sound enough, but in the anse of cer. 
tain oporticular fopies an unfor- 
tunate, oor oven oan, unreasonable, 
doctrine becomes established and, once 
established, the Courts are hound to 
fallow it, however much ench ine 
dividual judge may dislike — the 
doctrine, : :

System Questioned 


Many of you mny question tho 
wisdom of a system which gives rise 
to such results. As against this the 
most important consideration is that 
these enses form but a very small 


wire hinin device and, the n 
human devices, it is imperfeet. Lord 
Coke's dictum is right to thls extent 
that the law in itaelf sa founded on 
reason, and that to be understood tt 
must be judged by those who havo 
made it tho subject of study. So far 
so good, He rightly emphasises a 
fundamental fact that Inw is renron- 
able, and also a distinction that the 
reason that would judge it must be 
an Informed and instructed reason. 

[t fs only too cnsy to exaggerate 
what is, or what we consider to he, 
unreasonable in Inw. ‘IT wish to make 
it clenr that what is definitely uns 
reasonable is exceptional. In the vast 
majority of oases the law works ren. 
sonably enough, sometimes in spite 
of tho fact that it Is. not so renason- 
able as it might be, Even in ordinary 
life we do “not nalwoya say exactly 
what wo mean. To address someone 
as “Dear Sir” or more intimately os 
“Dear Jones" does not elther express 
or imply any affection in fact, AN. 
our ordinary lifo is, In details, un- 
reasonable, if by-reasonalle we mean 
a strict adherence to Jogic. . 

Tt fs not surprising therefore to 
find that in law the Tegal instrument 
docs not always sny exactly what the 
instrument actually means. Take for 
example, the interesting and common 
example of a mortgage of Iand in the

.On the face of the document tf the 
mortgagor docs not hippen to pay 
off the Ioan on the appointed day hla 
land is gone for aver.

‘In syatems which follow what we 
call “The Common Law,” that is 
Enelish Common Law, the rule is to 
follow previously decided cases, while 
on the Continent of Europe the rule 
Is to follow a Code and, speaking 
Kenerally, not to make the decisions 
of ather courts, rules of law. Of 
course the decisions of other courts 
are cited and are treated with re- 
spect. No elvillzed Country allows 
ftx judges-a free hand to decide. as 
they think fit. Such a system would 
besintolerable both for judges. and 
the public. 

The first thing to understand is that 
precedents, ie. enses: formerly de- 
cided, are merely evidence of a gen< 
eral rule, From decided cases you 
deduce, or try to deduce, a: general 
rule amd then apply that general rule 
to the particular case before the 
Court, * +t; : 

‘om the earliest times our Courts 
havo regarded provious decisions a8, 
at all events indicatious of the state 
of tho luw at the period when they 
were decided. 

Zower courts must follow the de- 
cisians of higher ones and 
usunlly follow the decisions of Courts 
of co-ordinate jurisdiction. The

HOSPITALS FOR 


CHILDREN 
There is much to be said) in 
favour of the representations 


being made to the Government 

by the Society for the Protection 

of Children for the establishment 

of children’s hospitals in the 

Colony. Invrecent. years, there 

has been a quickening of socinl 

‘interest in regard to the care and 
treatment of children, especially 

i the children of the poorer 
classes. This is seen in’ the 
establishment of infant welfare 
centres, both by Government and 
unofficial bodies, as well as in the 
‘[very excellent: work which the 
-|Society for the Protection of 
Children is doing. But the out- 
standings fact, which has im. 
pressed Itself upon all engaged in 
this heneficent work, is that the 
Colony is lamentably behind the 
times in having’ no hospitals 
specifically devoted to children. 
The Government hospitals, 
whilst having a few .beds for 
children, possess no ‘distinctive 
children’s wards, although some 
| provision along these lines is, we 
believe, to be made in the new 
Queen Mary Hospital. Some of 
the Convent hospitals have chil- 
dren’s wards, but the accom- 
modation available is strictly 
limited, as also is the number of 
children’s beds in Government 
institutions. As for the infant 
welfare centres, these, generally 
speaking, do not grant in-patient 
treatment on any marked scale. 
One of the proposals made by 
the Society named, so far ag the 
island is concerned, fs that part 
of the old Government Civil Hos- 
pital should be retained for the 
treatment of children, or, alter- 
natively, that the Government 
should erecta special children’s 
hospital on a site equally accessi- 
ble to the public. A point to be 
kept in mind in this connection 
is that Chinese parents are most 
reluctant,'as a general rule, to 
send their children ‘to hospitals 
where the institutions are 
situated at any marked distance 
from their homes. It has, in- 
deed, been a difficult task to get 
them to send their children to 
hospital at all. This aversion 
having ‘been overcome to a con- 
siderable extent, the suggestion 
that children’s hospitals should

SAME OLD SYSTEM - 
OF ELECTION — 


* By’ WINSTON’ CHURCHILL 


E are appronching a general 

election... No onc except Mr, 
Baldwin knows when {t will come, 
Will it be the autumn of this year 
or the spring of next? Or will the 
Government await the compulsory 
operation of the Quinquennial Act? 
Whenever it comes it will be a 
great pity that the Government haa 
not carried’ a measure of clectoral 
reform, Under the present system 
it is easier for a Sociallst to get 
futo Parliament than «a candidate 
of. any other party. Although 
there are certainly four or five 
million Liberal voters In the country 
hardly any can get Into Parliament 
at all. Indecd it is expected that 
barely a score of independent 
Liberals will be returned when the 
next appeal ta made. The Con- 
servative Party managers are quite 
content to see Liberals and in- 
dependent clements of all kinds 
blotted out because they think they 
will be more easily able to beat the 
‘Socialiats, But this is 9 short. 
sighted view. All experience 
shows that the mass of the voters 


soon tire of any Government and, 


incline stronily to the raved: “Give 
the other side a chance,”

| favour of electoral reform.. I suy- 


yest three practical steps. Firat, 
the applicatiun of proportional re- 
presentation in the first instance 
lo the great cities, This is no 


more than was nidvecated by the 
HNousg of Lords in 1918, and by a 
majority of the Inst Parliamentary 
Conference on Electoral Reform ft 
1930. Nay, It is less; for I would 
not propose to extend this system 
to the counties. Whereas pro- 
portional representation in the 
cities would mean. a higher focus- 
ing of public thought, its extension 
through the counties ‘wotld make 
the areas so wide as to Impalr the 
relations between a member and 
hia constituency, Let us begin 
with'the cities and establish them 
as coherent, living, forceful entitles 
in our national politics. . Secondly, 
the exercise of tho franchise should 
be made compulsory. Citizens who 
neglect to discharge this public 
duty—no ‘longer a privilege, for 
it belongs to all—should be pun- 
ished by a fine, It is a shocking 
thing to see an election like that 
recently in Edinburgh, where bare- 
ly half ‘the electors took the trouble 
to'go to the poll, If democracy in 
to maintain itself, there must be 
the conselous participation of the 
whole body of the voters in the 
hresponsibility for the good -yovern- 
ment of the country.

Thirdly, we should Improve the 
quality of the franchise by making 
a difference between the  house- 
holder or head of the family and 
his-or her children, or dependents. 
T would therefore give a second 
vote to every min or woman who 
pays the rent and the rates of any 
dwelling in which more than two 
persons habitually reside. This 
would certainly involve four or five 
millon persons. Many of them 
would be young; a proportion of 
them women, : 


They would all be persons who 
had to face the real problems of 
national life with a responsibility 
quite different from that of lodgers 
of all kinds-of both sexes, depend- 
ent or otherwise, This proposal 
raises no issue of rank or class, of 
party or wealth, of age or sex. It 
involves’ the 
accu or prospective, of no elnss, 
It ‘kecures a greater weight to the 
more responsible citizens,

We rightly pride ourselves upon 
our parliamentary institutions, 
They are the symbols and safe- 
guards of British liberty.
